Increase in Maximum. 

The $5000 limit is higher than 
that in the controls which expired 
last Nov. 1. Purchases of up to 
$2000 were controlled under. the 
original Regulation W imposed in 
wartime. The increase is a result 
of the big jump in new-car prices.

Teresi, before his death, also 
told of plans to go to Chicago, 
where he formerly lived. Yester- 
day he informed Tom Jannazzo, 
proprietor of the Pad, that he 
would make the trip today. 

Jannazzo and Joe Barone, a 
bartender at the Pad, told police 
they found Teresi’s body shortly 
after 8 o'clock last night when 
they returned from dinner at an- 
other establishment. 9 ee 

Had Appeared Cheerful. 

They said they had invited 
Teresi to go with them, but he 
declined, saying he did not feel 
like eating then. He was propped 
up in bed, reading, and appeared 
cheerful when they left him about 
7 p.m., Jannazzo and Barone said. 

The two men said entrances to 
the Pad were locked when they 
departed and when they returned. 
On their return, they remained on 
the first floor of the establish- 
ment for a few minutes, then went 
to the second floor together.

“Lay-away” plans are recognized 
by the regulation. A purchaser 
who makes payments before tak- 
ing delivery need not pay the full 
required down payments at the 
start of the plan. But his pay- 
ments must add up to the re- 
quired 20 per cent before he can 
take delivery. 

When an article is delivered “on 
approval” in anticipation of an in- 
stallment sale, the merchant must 
obtain a deposit, at or before the 
time of delivery, equal to the down 
payment that would be required. 

One question raised by the an- 
nouncement was this: Will the 
order drive the low-income con- 
sumer out of the market for 
thirfgs he needs? 

A spokesmian, for the New 
York Consumers’ Council charged 
that it will “help the needy at 
the expense of the greedy.” One 
automobile dealer said it would 
“unquestionably keep some people 
from buying.”

Until lately the Kremlin is 
thought to have believed it could 
jockey the Allies into perpetrating 
the initial act of force. According 
to its logic, there was no possi- 
bility of maintaining 2,500,000 
people indefinitely by. air-relief 
alone; with the result that the 
Westermm powers would be com- 
pelled sooner or later to attack 
the ground barriers by some vio- 
lent measure, such as driving 
through an armed convoy on the 
Helmstedt-Berlin autobahn. 

The Russian thesis was made 
dubious by a triple counterstroke. 
A ‘second runway at Tempelhof, 
doubling its capacity, was rushed 
for completion on Sept. 1 or ear- 
lier. Construction was started on 
a new airfield in the French sec- 
tor. Then came the advent, bril- 
liantly timed, of a giant cargo 
plane, the C-74 Globemaster, with 
a capacity of 30 tons. 

That was more than three times 
the transport strength of the hig- 
gest planes previously in the air- 
lift service—the American C-54 
Skymaster and the British Sunder- 
land flying boat. It was 12 times 
the capacity of the American C-47 
and British “Dakota.” The fact 
was made known that 12 Globe- 
masters were readily available and 
that others, if necessary, would 
be forthcoming. 

A dozen C-74s, making three 
round trips a day, could deliver 
1080 tons every 24 hours.

Charges Rejected. 

The United States rejected Rus- 
Sian charges that the three teach- 
ers, Mrs. Oksana 8S. Kosenkina 
and Mr. and Mrs. Michael I. 
Samarine, were kidnaped by the 
anti-Soviet Tolstoy Foundation 
with the connivance of American 
officials. The note said the Sama- 
rines and Mrs. Kosenkina had de-’ 
cleared their desire voluntarily to 
remain in this country. 

Although recognizing the right 
of the Soviet officials to protect 
its nationals in this country, the 
note said they also are entitled 
to the protection of the “appli- 
cable laws of the United States.” 

Declaring this Government will 
not turn Mrs. Kosenkina over to 
Russian attthorities against her 
will, the note said: 

“The Government of the United 
States cannot permit the exercise 
within the United States of the 
police power of any foreign gov- 
ernment.” 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters 
“the whole thing was done under 
the President’s orders.” 

Ross first said Truman would 
sign the revocation of the consul’s 
credentials shortly. Later, how- 
ever, he said the signing would 
be delayed several days to give 
Lomakin time to close out his 
official duties.

The State Department told So- 
viet Ambassador Alexander S&S. 
Panyushkin and his Government 
that the Russian charges, includ- 
ing some by Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister V. M. Molotov, “have been 
based upon misinformation.” 

Moreover, the department told 
the Soviet Union in effect that the 
United States Government holds 
Lomakin responsible for this mis- 
information. 

As a result, the note said, the 
State Department is “requesting” 
President Truman to revoke cre- 
dentials granted to Lomakin by 
this country and wants him to 
leave the United States “within a 
reasonable time.” 

The note was not signed by 
either Secretary of State Mar- 
shall or under Secretary of State 
Robert Lovett, although both took 
a hand in its preparation, It was 
signed simply “Department of 
State” and bore the initial “L,” 
presumably meaning Lovett. 

Improper Conduct Charged. 

While concentrating its fire on 
Lomakin, the United States de- 
clared its reports on the refugee 
teacher cases in this country “in- 
dicate that officials of the Soviet 
government have been engaged in 
conduct which is highly ime- 
proper.” 

The note “categorically” reject- 
ed all charges made by the Soviet 
Union against American authori- 
ties. 

The United States requested 
copies of two letters which it said 
were in the hands of the Soviet 
consulate general in New York 
and had been written by Mrs. 
Kosenkina. One was written at 
the time she decided not to go 
back to Russia and one little more 
than a week ago when she jumped 
out of the consulate window in 
New York. 

The State Department’s “Voice 
of America” is broadcasting to 
Russia and the Soviet satellites 
the full text of the United States 
demand for Lomakins recall. 
Assuming the Moscow radio is 
unlikely to carry a full account, 
State Department officials said 
the text would be beamed during 
the day to all Soviet bloc nations. 
Other parts of the world will re- 
ceive conventional news summa- 
ries of the latest Soviet-American 
development.

sas City Manufacturer, won an 
important round today in his 32- 
year fight against a Government 
order for his deportation to Italy,

DECIDED not to return to Russia if recalled. The Soviet massive 
espionage enterprise began to assume a new status for me. It now 
loomed as a threat to the democracy into whose shelter I was now 


planning to take myself and family. 


In our own small military at- 
tache unit, all diplomatic repre- 
sentatives were being equipped 
with motion-picture cameras as 
well as still cameras. Motinov 
and Rogov made it a point to seek 
invitations to visit military estab- 
lishments and always took along 
cameras. As a lieutenant-colonel 
and major, respectively, of the 
Red Army, they were invariably 
given a whole-hearted reception. 

“They are like trusting chil- 
dren,” Motinov laughingly . told 
Col. Zabotin after touring an ar- 
tillery testing area somewhere in 
Ontario. “Even the commanding 
officer helped me to take pictures 
when I said they were to be used 
in showing our troops how our 
Canadian allies train.” 

We who had been accustomed to 
a country where camera confisca- 
tion resulted if we took a picture 
of even a Central Committee house 
stood in absolute awe one day 
after a “photographic feat” by Za- 
botin.

“a oigies ts. Most 
fledg onage agen 
of them, I am sure, started their 
Communist. associations with a 
sincere to reform and im- 
prove but bit by bit, 
the Communist influence devel- 
oped their thinking along the 
lines that any means would jus- 
tify the end. The conspiratorial 
atmosphere gradually led to the 
disintegration of normal moral 
principles and, in so doing, made 
former loyal citizens into ardent 
Fifth Columnists for the Soviet 
cause, In peace or war. 

Once I had reached my big de- 
cision to sever forever my ties 
with the Soviet, I found myself 
pondering more and more. I fore- 
saw myself taking my family into 
a democratic world that might 
soon be transformed back into the 


In my little office I went to 
my desk. Most of the docu- 
ments I wanted were there. The 
others were in the I 
opened my shirt and carefully 
distributed the documents in- 
side 

Downstairs again, as I ap- 
proached the reception room, 
sweat was standing out on my 
brow.

Headlines assure us our policies have 
Baved many nations from Communism 
abroad, and this is all to the good. Too, 
we know Russia must be contained, for 
a dictatorial government is always a 
senrce of danger, and encirclement by 
Russia would be as bad as encirclement 
by Germany would have been. The best 
way to prevent encirclement is to as- 
siitfe weaker peoples the right to liye 
their own lives, especially if (as we 
seem to have done in at least a few 
cases) we make a real contribution te

Gov. Green’s Silence 

The people of Tiinois have been wondering 
wheal their third-term aspirant, Gov. Dwight i, 
Green, would say about the disclosures of sys- 
tematic bribes of local and state officials ‘by 
syndicated gambling operators and other “pro- 
tected” breakers of state law. They knew that 
he was scheduled for the customary Republieans’ 
day address at the State Fair at Springfield, So 
they waited. 

They waited in vain. The man who likes to be 
described_as the prosecutor of Al Capone had 
not one word to say about the issue above all 
other state issues in Illinois, crime — ugly, 
rampant, corrupting, killing crime. 

What then did Gov. Green say? He tried to 
get by With a prating of fine sentiments which 
cynical politicians have robbed of simeat all 
meaning. 

Reaching back into his keynote speech at the 
Republican national convention, he took his 
stand for “American freedom” and “the Ameri- 
can way of life.” He declared for “sound gov- 
ernment” and “effective public service.” 

How empty, hollow, mocking these historic 
phrases become when they fall from the lips of 
Dwight Green! 

Does he think that “American freedom” in- 
cludes the freedom to shoot men down on the 
public highways? Does he think it includes 
“freedom” from prosecution for murders in cold 
blood? . 

What does he mean by the “American way of 
life’? Does he mean the vast underworld of 
syndicated gambling, big games. and slot ma- 
chine rings which has spread over virtually the 
whole of Illinois? 

What is Gov. Green’s idea of “effective public 
service”?. Is it to have county and state em- 
ployes taking regular cuts of the crooked money 
which flows from these illegal businesses? 

He calls for “sound government.” What does 
he mean by that? Judging by his failure to 
come to grips with the crime issue, he means a 
government of top officials who ignore rotten 
conditions even when the stench is rising in 
their own nostrils. 

The day before Gov. Green spoke at Spring- 
field, his opponent, Adlai E. Stevenson, speaking 
in the same place, read the bill of indictment— 
murders, corruption, bribes, frauds, forgeries, 
rackets in state purchasing, prostitution of the 
state services, Centralia, Peoria and so on.

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Espionage vs. Bill of Rights 


Mr. Truman put it succinctly when he said it 


is hard to write a new espionage act without 


endangering the Bill of Rights. Suctt a law is 
now taxing the ingenuity of the Department of 
Justice. It is also difficult to enforce present 


‘espionage legislation without trespassing on 


basic freedoms. But doubts should be resolved 
jn. favor of the latter. 

Everybody is for national security. Presumably 
everybody is for the Bill of Rights. But in the 
current wave of fear, there are those who would 
trample the Bill of Rights to save the country 
from fancied danger. The House Un-American 
Activities Committee, in its quest for sensational 
headlines, often shows scant respect for civil 
rights, to say nothing of ordinary human de- 
cency. Its shocking treatrhent of the late Harry 
Dexter: White is a classic case in point. 

It is nonsense, and worse, to suppose that 
the country is in such grave peril from Soviet 
agents, foreign or domestic, as to justify im- 
pairing the Bill of Rights. It is nonsense to sup- 
pose we have to ape the Nazi Gestapo or the 
Russian MVD in this country. If the country 


yields to those who would use police state meth- . 


ods in the United States of America, will not our 
ideological war with Russia become meaningless? 
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Jeopardy for the Marshall Plan 


Some danger signals are flying in Europe con- 
cerning the Marshall plan. The essence of the 
plan is not relief for Europe as such, but relief 
for Europe as a pump-primer for its own recon- 
struction. So far there has been much talk,. but 
little progress toward European political and 
economic agreements. 

In concrete terms, William McGaffin tells 
what is going on, rather, what is not going on: 
French North Africa has a phosphate surplus, 
but Western Europe seeks American fertilizers; 
Italy has 2,000,000 unemployed, while Britain, 
France and Sweden are suffering from labor 
shortages; the Ruhr needs box cars, but it is not 
getting them from the Italian surplug or from 
the Belgian productive capacity; Norway has 
whale oil to burn while Europe starves for fats; 
Turkey has a tobacco surplus, but Britain eon- 
tinues to buy American tobacco. : 

Of course, it is dangerous to oversimplify these 
maladjustments. For example, there are cur- 
rency difficulties in the way of free exchange of 
products among European nations. There is also, 
as Walter Lippmann points out today, a terrible 
fear of Russia and an apprehension that Europe 
may again become a battleground that may tend 
to divide rather than unite. 

With all sympathy for the obstacles, the situa- 
tion calls for a measure of statesmanship and de- 
cisive action by the European nations to which 
they have not yet risen. In five months, Con- 
gress will be called upon to deliver the second 
installment on the Marshall plan. It will want a 
reassuring progress report from Europe. If that 
report is not forthcoming, the Marshall plan will 
be in jeopardy at its source.

The need for an airport which can be reached 
in 10 or 15 minutes from the downtown area in- 
evitably came up. Now for the first time, the 
area has a duly constituted agency, established 
by legislative acts and appointed by state author- 
ity, to approach the airport problem not as a 
Missouri matter or an Illinois matter, but as the 
concern of the area. 

The St. Louis airport program for the future 
will necessarily include landing fields on both 
sides of the river, carefully graded as to size and 
facilities and fitted into an integrated develop- 
ment. The alternative is for St..Louis to fall far 
behind: in aviation and that would mean for the 
community to suffer in prestige -_ transporta- 
tion facilities. 

Highways, bridges, parks, recreational grounds, 
drainage facilities, zoning—these are some of the 
othér matters which require area study and area 
handling. | 

If the new commission finds that it does not 
have all the authority it should have to put its 
hand to. this backlog of problems, it should lose 
no time in formulating recommendations for the 
1949 sessions of the Missouri and Illinois Legis- 
Jatures, Temporarily at Jeast, the New York 
Port Authority will serve as a model for the kind 
of bi-state agency which the St. Louis area must 
sooner or later put to work—the sooner the 
better. 
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Jrresponsibility at Los Alamos 

Three thousand AFI. construction and main- 
tenance workers at the Los Alamos atomic proj- 
ect have a legitimate complaint, which they are 
making in a-very foolish way. They are engaged 
in an undeclared wildcat strike. 

Their grievance is that one of six building 
contractors expanding facilities at Los Alamos 
is employing non-union labor. Peaceful pro- 
cedures for settling the grievance are at their 
disposal, but they have ignored them. They are 
ignoring the appeal of Acting Chairman Pike of 
the Atomic Energy Commission to AFL President 
Green. “This walkout situation,” says the 
atomic official, “cannot continue for long with- 
out causing serious damage to the nation’s 
atomic weapons program.” 

It seems evident that the Taft-Hartley Act 
could be applied to the Los Alamos strike, for 
the nation’s security is involved. The President 
could appoint an investigating commission and, 
on its submission of a report, obtain an injune- 
tion in the federal courts against the strikers. 

How much better it would be if these 3000 
ciitzens would see for themselves that irrespon- 
sible striking ‘cannot be afforded by trade union- 
ism and that strikes against the nation‘s security 
cannot be tolerated by the American people.

Many things have been said and writien 
about the maladministration given the State 
of Illinois by Gov. Green, Few, however, 
equal the appraisal given by Reuben Soder- 
atrom, president of the Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

A one-time legislator and a long-time rep- 
resentative of his organization at Spring- 
field, Soderstrom has known Governors for 
a long time. He should be able to judge 
their works. 

“His (Green's) ad- 
ministration .., has 
been a sort of a 
nightmare, a bad 
dream, @ snare and a 
delusion,” said Soder- 
strom, 

The federation 
president also de- 
ascribed: Green as 
“easily the worst 
Governor Illinois 
has ever had” and Aza 
charged that “the Dwight Green 
power of state government has been used 
to cripple the women’s eight-hour law and 
the one day of rest in seven law.” Adding 
to his indictment, Soderstrom asserted the 
Green Administration “has taken a fierce 


and vicious pride in tracking down border- — 


line old-age benefit cases.” 


Great Light, or Something 


Even those charges---grave as they ware 
--fidn’t satisfy Soderstrom. That is, they 
didn’t satisfy for the 1944 version of Soder- 
atrom, For he made that speech, which 
included. many - additional § allegations 
against the Governor, on Oct. 2, 1944, at 
the Peoria convention of the Illinois State 
Federation of Labor. 

Since then, Brother Reuben has seen a 
great light, or something. For Brother 
Reuben, who once regarded Green as the 
state’s “worst Governor,” is now attempting 
to bring about a federation indorsement 
of the man who, so he said four years ago, 
‘is spending too much time doing some- 


thing to labor and not sufficient time do- 
ing something for labor.” 

It’s a strange case, this conversion of 
Brother Reuben. While he has been find- 
ing reasons to reverse his judgment of four 
years ago, others, who did not altogether 
agree with him then, have now reached his 
1944 conclusions. 


A Parade of Scandals 


Unlike Brother Reuben, who apparently 
has had his eves closed during the past 
four years, and has forgotten what he saw 
during the four preceding ones, they cannot 
overlook the auccession of scandals in 
which the Green Administration has been 
involved. The current Great Lakes courts- 
martial of two Navy officers charged with 
being on Illinois state payrolls are merely 
the latest. 

The Governor, contrary to his 1940 cam- 
paign pledge, has created a vicious political 
machine; probably the worst in the state's 
long history. The indictments which can 
be lodged, and substantiated, against him 
aré many; too many for consideration in a 
single column. 

Apparently, however, they are, fresh in 
the minds of many persons, For downstat- 
ers report a great swing away from Green. 
Politicians in that area say his only chance 
to win a third term depends on a possible 
Republican landslide; that he'll run 200,000 
er more behind the G.O.P, ticket. 

His poor showing in 1944, when he was 
re-elected by only 72,000, after winning by 
256,000 in 1940, would aubstantiate that con- 
clusion. There’s been a great falling away 
from him since 1944, as indicated by the 
fact that eight or 10 downstate newspapers 
—Republican or independent—are now op- 
posing his third term election. Many promi- 
nent downstate Republicans (non-payroll 
variety, of course) are doing likewise. 

In fact, Brother Reuben, who once brand- 
ed Green as the state’s “worst Governor,” 
appears to be the only recruit he’s picked 
up lately.

Art for the Few and the Many 


OUTLINE OF ENGLISH PAINTING, by R. H. Wilenski. 
(Philosophical Library, New York, $3.75.) 

PAINTERS AND PERSONALITY, by Sam A. Lewiseha. 
(Herper & Brothers, New York, $5.00.) 


Here are approaches to painting by an 
English art historian and an American col- 
Jector. Both conduce toward enjoyment 
and understanding of art, but the Briton’s 
book makes the easier reading and seeks 
the wider public. The American’s treatise 
seems addressed more directly to fellow 
collectors and students in the field. 

Mr. Wilenski’s swift outline of notable 
names and periods in his country’s painting 
runs from anonymous religious murals of 
the thirteenth century to pictureg produced 
during the last. war by such men as Henry 
Moore, David Jones and John Tunnard. The 
summary, a. feat of compression, ranks high 
in reference value. It is well indexed and 
ingeniously arranges criticism and such 
biographical facts as dates and the inter- 
relations of artists and writers, an associa- 
tion much less apparent today in America. 

The historian’s bluntness should help him 
popularize his subject. Joshua Reynolds, 
he relates, was a determined arriyist who 
organized and exploited a “discreetly Bo- 
hemian circle,” containing no rival painter, 
but several such “eccentrics as Johnson 
and Goldsmith, with Boswell as publicity 
agent.” John Crome, though a considerable 
artist, is characterized as an “addle-pated 
kindly peasant,” and Turner, a genius who 
opened a hundred paths of development in 
painting, “was not gifted with and never 
Acquired taste.” The attention of Mr. Wi)- 

enski, as he strides 
down seven centuries 
in 133 pages, is di- 
rected toward what 
is of interast todav.

“If I read 
the signs rightly,” he predicts, “these later 
drawings are likely in the near future te 
influence English artists mora and more.” 

This condensation, full of ideas, as well 
as facts, should impel many readers to 
seek elaboration of the writer’s opinions in 
his earlier books, such as “English Paint- 
ing” and “Modern French Painters.” 

Mr. Lewisohn is a business executive and 
member of the New York City art commis- 
sion. His new book, illustrated with 142 
plates, is an. enlargement of a 1937 edition. 
The theme continues to be the painter’s per- 
sonality as a key to his art, but there is 
much new material on American painters. 

After a consideration of personal char- 
acteristics and painting atyles of 40 artists 
of the United States, a greater number 
than of any other country, Mr. Lewisohn 
declares: “I come to the conclusion that on 
the technical side there is no similarity in 
flavor which enables us to detect even the 
beginnings of an American school.” 

He concedes the American scene is one 
influence molding personalities of artists 
working in this country. 

Like nearly all authorities on American 
painting, however, he discerns no emerzing 
tradition, but only a tower of Babel in ar- 
tistic expression.

HOUGH the conflict between 


East and West has become critical, 


the nations of western Europe are making meager progress 
toward economic co-operation and political unity. 


One might have supposed that 
the menace of the Russian power 
and the fear of, war would have 
caused the countries outside the 
Russian orbit to ie P 
draw closer to- 5? 
gether for their = 
own securityand 2 
their own eco- 
nomic salvation. 
It has not 
worked that 
way. 

The reports 
from the head- 
quarters of the 
European Re- 
covery Program 
indicate that not 
unity but a pol- 
icy of each country for itself is 
in the ascendant. The crucial test 
of co-operation, which is whether 
the participating governments can 
agree among themselves on the 
division of American aid, has 
thus far had disappointing results. 
In the field of military security 
there is little to indicate that 
there has been any substantial 
progress toward agreement on a 
strategical plan of defense. Even 
in the disposition of the Italian 
colonies, which is of Much conse- 
quence to the future of the Medi- 
terranean basin, the British view 
differs seriously from the French 
and the Italian. 


Britain Stands Apart. 


It is only too evident that the 
general fear and insecurity have 
not been conducive to the great 
acts of statesmanship which the 
American people hoped and be- 
lieved would follow the adoption 
of the Marshall plan. On the con- 
trary, fear and insecurity have 
tended to divide rather than to 
unite. 

The {instability of governments 
on the continent, and the vulner- 
ability of the nations within reach 
of the Russian armies, has caused 
Great Britain to look for her sal- 
vation outside of Europe, and to 
shrink from political and eco- 
nomic entanglement with the con- 
tinent. For these reasons, which 
are quite understandable, Britain 
has not taken the leadership in 
the movement for European unity. 

Our own actions have been curi- 
ously contradictory. We have a 
dual role in Europe. As the under- 
writers of the recovery program 
we stand for co-operation and 
unity. But as an occupying power 
in Germany, as the protector of 
Greece and Turkey, we are also 
participants in the European Re- 
covery Program. It is noteworthy 
thet the claims of western Ger- 
many, Greece and Turkey have 
been very difficult to 
with the claims of 
Western governments.

United States, The Soviet orbit 
is no larger than it was three 
years ago, and no European coun- 
try outside the area of the Red 
Army’s predominance has been 
captured by the Communists. 

There is little reason to think 
that the stalemate can be resolved 
by military force. The Russians 
cannot march to the west without 
| precipitating a war in which Rus- 
sian cities will certainly be devas- 
tated long before American cities 
could be attacked seriously. On 
the other hand, it is not possible 
for us to take the initiative and 
force a military showdown. For 
we cannot defend western Ger- 
many and western Europe against 
the Red Army. 


No Allies for Us. 


The fact that we cannot defend 
western Europe, even though we 
could inflict fearful havoc on the 
Soviet Union, would mean that in 
case of war we could not count 
upon any effective and reliable 
allies on the European continent. 
The poor showing of western 
Europe in economic co-operation 
and political unity is a _ stern 
warning of what would happen if 
the issue were forced too far.

DETROIT, Aug. 20 (AP)—The 
music career of a young mental 
patient was started last night in 
the nation-wide broadcast of a 
composition he wrote to restore 
his mind to sanity.

In any case, the discussion on 
this subject at Tehran ended no- 
where; it was agreed only that it 
would be further hashed over by 


& 
thoroughly into his plan for a 
‘United Nations. As an enforcing 
body, the President suggested that 
this work be entrusted to what he 
termed “The Four Policemen”’— 
the United States, U.S.S.R., United 
Kingdom and China. Stalin replied 
that the Four Policemen idea 
would not set well with the small 
nations of Europe, and suggested 
instead that there be one enforc- 
ing body for Europe and one for 
the Far East. 

The President, however, was re- 
Inctant to give up the Four Po- 
licemen blueprint. In the event 
of a major threat to peace by a 
large power, he explained, the 
Four Policemen would send an 
ultimatum to the threatening na- 
tion, and if demands were not met 
at once, that nation would be 
subjected to bombardment and if 
necessary, invasion. It is signifi- 
cant, in this connection, that ap- 
parently none of the Big Three 
suggested what, the procedure 
would be in case the aggressive 
country happened to be one of the 
Four Policemen. The only tangible 
result of the Tehran Conference 
on this score was indorsement of 

a general, tentative pian for a 
Commenting on the import of 
the conference, Sherwood writes: 
“The official records of these 
meetings were written with so 
much circumspection that the in- 
herent drama was largely ob- 
scured. One cannot read these 
deliberately dry and guarded ac- 
counts without the feeling that 
here were titans determining the 
future course of an entire planet. 

Roosevelt the Moderator. 

“This was indeed the Big Three. 
Churchill employed all the de- 
bater’s arts, the brilliant locutions 
and circumlocutions, of which he 
was a master, and Stalin wielded 
his bludgeon with relentless in- 
difference to all the dodges and 
feints of his practiced adversary; 
while Roosevelt sat in the middle, 
by common consent the moderator, 
arhitrator and final authority. His 
contribution to the conversations 
were infrequent and sometimes 
annoyingly irrelevant, but it ap- 
pears time and again—at Tehran 
and at Yalta—that it was he who 
spoke the last word.” 

It was Churchill, during a 
luncheon one day, who brought up 
_ the question of Russia’s need for 
warm-water ports. He said his 
government not only recognized 
the legitimacy of this need but 
also hoped to see Russian fleets 
on all the seas. At this point 
Roosevelt, for the first time, men- 
tioned the possibility that Russia 
might have access to the port of 
Dairen in Manchuria. _ Stalin 
promptly said the Chinese would 
object to this proposal, but the 
President, who had discussed ,the 
subject in Cairo with Chiang Kai- 
shek, said he thought they would 
agree to having Dairen made a 
free port under international guar- 
 antee. 

Most of the conferences cen- 
tered on OVERLORD, the D-day 
landing operation in Normandy 
and long-awaited second front. 
Stalin seemed annoyed when the 
problem was referred to the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff, but when 
= results of that staff meeting 

ere read to him the next day he 
expressed great satisfaction with 
the decisions made and promised 
that the Red Army would under- 
‘ take offensive operations concur- 
rently with D-day. Persistently, 
however, he wanted to know who 
would be named commander-in- 
chief of OVERLORD. Roosevelt 
repeatedly replied that’he had not 
yet decided. 

Choice of Eisenhower. 

Roosevelt, of course, eventually 
selected Gen. Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower, thus assuring him a place 
in history and paving the way for 
his tremendous national popular- 
ity. With respect to this decision, 
Sherwood reports: “It was one of 
the most difficult and one of the 
loneliest decisions he ever had to 
make. As events proved, not only 
in Western Europe but in the 
whole superb direction of the war, 
it was surely one of the wisest.” 

Sherwood also points out that 
Eisenhower was picked against 
“the almost impassioned advice” 
of Hopkins and War Secretary 
Henry L. Stimson, against the 
known preference of both Stalin 
and Churchill, and against Roose- 
velt’s own proclaimed inclination 
to give the post to George Mar- 


shall. 

Marshall, now Secretary of 
State, has filled in a historic foot- 
note to the episode by writing 
Sherwood that Roosevelt had dis- 
cussed the subject with him at 
the time. Marshall recalled that 
Roosevelt had said: “I feel I could 
not sleep at — with you out of

It was at this same dinner that 
Churchill toasted Stalin as one 
worthy cranes ao stand with the mightest 

Russian history, merit- 
ing an tne title of “Stalin the Great.” 
To this the Generalissimo respond- 
ed that the honors which had been 
paid him really belonged to the 
Russian people, that it was easy 
to be a hero or a great leader if 
one had to do with people such as 
the Russians. 

He said that even persons of 
medium courage and even cowards 
became heroes in Russia. Those 
who do not, he reportedly said, 
are killed. 

Impression of Stalin. 

When Roosevelt said goodby to 
Stalin before departing from Teh- 
ran, Sherwood writes, he believed 
in his heart that great decisions 
had been made in a spirit of en- 
during amity. He had found Stalin 
much tougher than he had ex- 
pected and at times, says Sher- 
wood, deliberately discourteéous, 
but there was no hypocrisy in 
him, nor in Churchill. 

“Roosevelt now felt sure that, to 
use his own term, Stalin was ‘get- 
atable’, despite his bludgeoning 
tactics and his attitude of cynicism 
toward such matters as the rights 
of small nations, and that when 
‘Russia could be convinced that her 
legitimate claims and _ require- 
ments ... were to be given full 
recognition, she would prove tract- 
able and co-operative in maintain- 
ing the peace of the postwar 


world.”

regulation ended, terms offered by 
merchants and lenders extending 
credit have been relaxed consider- 
ably. The requirements of the 
new regulation are somewhat less 
restrictive than thos of last No 
vember but considerably tighter 
than terms now generally in 
effect. The down payment re- 
quirements on appliances are low- 
ered from one-third to one-fifth. 
Also, to take care of late-model 
automobiles and certain other 
items where the expenditure must 
necessarily be large, the maximum 
maturity for credits above $1000 is 
set at more than 15 months, run- 
ning up to 18 months. At the 
same time, the scope of the regu- 
tion is broadened ‘to include all 
credits up to $5000 whereas $2000 
had been the limit under the pre- 
vious regulation. 

Installment credit for home im- 
provements was eliminated from 
Regulation W after the close of 
the war, and it is at present not 
covered in the regulation. Be- 
cause of the current inflationary 
situation, however, the board is 
considering the advisability of an 
amendment to bring such credit 
under the regulation.

The sober thought that our small force in 
Berlin might possibly become the victims of another Bataan 
has lately ailenced the agitation of some persons safely 
ensconsed in the United States on inflation salaries over the 
fact that some G.I. might find e fat Fraulein, however homely 
and however ex-enemy, more attractive than a barracks wall, 
that PX, cigarettes have become a better medium of exchange 
than gold, and it is net unknown for ea soldier to ontdeo Don 
Juan on the strength of a box of chocolate bara. However the 
alarmed cries of their brothers’ keepers are still fresh enough 
to make the wise and tolerant ribbing of the situation by Mr. 
B. and Mr. W. a sane and welcome astringent. 


This is a comedy with its feet planted firmly on realism. 
‘Therefore its humor is more true and more gpearching. It does 
not avoid the desolation and drabness of Berlin, in fact, accen- 
*tuates it with some actual and striking aerial and ground shots 
,of- the ghastly ruins. It personifies the opportunism, the cyni- 
cal pragmatism of the defeated Nazi in Marlene Dietrich as 
‘the former mistress of a Nazi big-wig now chanting hoarsely in 
e dive. Her cynicism is matched by an American captain, 
played by John Lund, who gees nothing wrong with being her 
lover and protector, enthusiastically buys and sells on the black 
market, and, incidentally, does his job well. Into this cozy 
set-up steps a crusading visiting Congresswoman, full of naivete 
and idealism, determined to expose the night-club woman’s un- 
known Army protector. The role is broadly played, but never- 
theless with adroit comedy effect, by Jean Arthur. The Cap- 
fain’s bamboozling of the Congresswoman by making love to 
“her.so she'll call off her investigation, and the use of the Cap- 
tain’ as a bait by his superiors to draw the singer’s Nazi ex- 

‘lover out of hidingy make the comedy and the excitement. 


Perhaps the authors’ attitude is best expressed in the 
character of the Colonel in charge of intelligence, a dry, tough 
‘old bird as shrewdly projected by Millard Mitchell, a atage 
veteran. The Colonel has no illusions about his charges, nor 
‘fhe Germans, nor the Rusties, as he calls the Russians. His 
‘men. aren’t sprouting wings, but they're doing a difficult job in 
an efficient manner, His terse analysis of what has been 
‘accomplished by the American forces in Germany is human, 
‘down-to-earth and far more convincing than the usual windy 
‘ flag-waving. 

Brackett and Wilder’s dialogue is witty and crackling, their 
‘situations are amusing, and the acting they have elicited is 
more than competent. Miss Dietrich as the ex-Nazi ao willing 
ta change sides to get along manages to be extremely alluring, 
diamond-hard, philosophically past despair, and very under- 
standable. When she, with marvelous insolence, throatily in- 
tones bitter-bright lyrics about lost illusions and the black mar- 
ket, she looks like a gal who knows what she’s singing about, 


There is a B-feature, “THE ARGYLE SECRETS,” a mur- 
der mystery featuring William Gargan as a reporter, 


‘Neat, But Falls Apart 


Perhaps it is because “THE PARADINE CASE” at LOEW’S 
STATE is such a tightly constructed and forcefully acted drama 
up to its climax that one feels a letdown at its end. Up to 
_ that time Director Alfred Hitchcock and Producer-Screenwriter 

David O. Selznick have carefully woven the 

threads of their play about a wealthy and 

heautiful woman on trial in a London court 

for the poison murder of her blind husband. 

Her attorney, a brilliant barrister, has fallen 

in Jove with her, and his wife knows that 

their marriage hinges on the outcome of the 

) trial. The question of guilt or innocence 

seems to lie between the defendant and her husband’s valet, 

the star witness against her. A fair measure of suspense has 

been built up, to be resolved by the testimony of the defendant, 

Mrs. Paradipe, herself. It is with the attorney's disillusionment 

with his client that the meticulous buildup seems to fall apart 
as overstressed, and the rest is anticlimactic. 


Some of the play’s values, on analysis, seem to be unsound. 
Granted that the lawyer, played by Gregory Peck, might have 
fallen in love with so beautiful a client—the Italian actress, 
Valli, who plays her, is quite lovely—but for one reputed so 
worldly, shrewd and devious in his courtroom work he seems 
remarkably schoolboyish in the miserableness of his passion. 
Mrs. Paradine is never shown as anything but hard, selfish and 
rather petulant in her jail conferences with him, which might 
reasonably not have chilled his yearning for her. But he goes 
so far in his naive faith in her as to try to pin the poisoning on 
the valet, of whom he is jealous with reason, 


The courtroom scenes, carrying the impression of authen- 
ticity, are quite absorbing up to the finale. The best work of 
the cast is done by Ann Todd, as the attorney's wife, Louis 
Jourdan as the valet, and Leo G. Carroll as the prosecutor. 
Charlies Laughton is a spiteful judge, Ethel Rarrymore his 
brow-beaten wife, and Charles Coburn, another attorney. Peck, 
in spite of hia lack of an English accent and the deficiencies of 
his role, gives a strong performance. 


So Restrained It's Tame 
When the beauteous Mrs. Algeria Wedge first goes to a 
drab social gathering at the home of Dave Connors, county 
attorney, in the little town of Jericho, Kansas, he apologies 
that it must be dull for a city girl like her. No, she replies, 
with more politeness than truth, it is most 
diverting.

Always, whether on the way 
home from school or idling in va- 
cation, G. W. likes for them to 
come. It is no annoyance to him 
that they crowd around and watch 
him as he works, for he wants 
them to like him. Long ago he 
learned that a child who con- 
ceives a dislike for anyone never 
forgets it. When he was little 
more than_a boy himself he rea- 
soned that the children: of that 
day would be the grown men and 
women of another day and they 
would have horses to be shod and 
repairs to be made and it would 


‘not be good business to have them 


disliking him then. His friendli- 
ness, however, was more than the 
prompting of prudence. It was his 
nature to be friendly. He is as 
friendly to the present generation 
of children as he ever was to 
those who went before. He will 
not be here to benefit by their 
goodwill when they come to ma- 
turity but he wants them to keep 
him in memory when the forge 
flames no more and they don’t 
hear the bellows roar. 

Time was when there were 
many blacksmiths in the land, for 
horse power kept the wheels turn- 
ing on the farms and horses had 
to be shod and wheels repaired.

than here at Commerce, for Com- 
merce was an important trading 
center and shipping point, That 
was why it was named Commerce. 
It was a port that served all of 
Scott county. In early days, before 
there was a railroad, the mer- 
chandise that was brought by the 
steam boats was teamed as far 
as Sikeston, 25 miles away. From 
such a distance grain was hauled 
to elevator and mill on the river 
bank. Farm wagons were needed 
by the farmers and they were 
built by the Marshalls, father and 
son, There were general repairs 
to be made and always horses 
and mules to be shod. 
x 3 
| T was not until G. W. was 18 


years old that he was permitted’ 


to shoe his first horse and that 
was a proud day for him, A good 
job of horse shoeing wag always 
his pride. He was strong and had 
a way with horses. Some days he 
shod as many as 14 and through 
all the years he never was injured 
worth mentioning except once 
when he was kicked on the ankle. 

His father, taking pride in the 
boy’s workmanship, admitted him 
to full partnership and_ they 
worked together until, in 1889, his 
father, resting at home at dinner 
time, fell dead from his chair. 
After that, to this day, G. W. has 
carried on alone, able to do so 
because as he grew older the town 
diminished in importance and in 


the volume of its trade,. with first 
a railroad and then motor trucks 
handling the transportation. 

G. W. might have turned his 
shop into a garage, as many black- 
smiths did, but he had been a 
blacksmith teo long to change. He 
would go on being a smith and 
keep his smithy open as long as 
he lived. That would be his way 
of maintaining in a changing or- 
der a memorial to the past of 
which he had been a part. 

Now, at 71, G. W. is one of the 
few’ remaining blacksmiths in 
Missouri and one of the oldest. 
He doesn’t shoe horses any more, 
partly because there are not many 
to shoe and partly because an in- 
jury to hig knee, suffered five 
years ago, makes it difficult. 
Apart from that he takes on ev- 
erything that comes to the smithy 
door.,; Old timers in Scott county 
go as far as to say that among 
the blacksmiths there is not a 
greater than G. W. 

G. W. is not one to boast but 


pre couldn’t help what people said 
fand it is a satisfaction to him to 


remember that they used to say 
that when it came to forge weld- 
ing there wasn’t a man in South- 
east Missouri who could do a 
better job. It is different now. The 
electric welder has come to take 
the place of forge welding.

With this hand the conservative 
player will figure that he must 
pick three good cards in order to 
be able to knock. He will reason 
that if he throws the ace or the 
deuce he may lose an enormous 
score. What he overlooks is that 
he really holds a pretty good 
hand. He has no matched set but 
any one of 11 cards will give him 
a matched set and still leave him 
with plenty of combinations, Why 
play conservatively? One plays 
gin to win, not to lose @ little. 
He should throw the deuce or the 
ace and plan to throw the other 
low cards shortly. 


Incidentally, if you hold this 


-hand at a time when you need, 


only a few points to win the game 
and your opponent needs a great 
many, the preceding does not ap- 
ply. You should try to play safe 
in an effort to keep your maxi- 
mum loss on the hand to a low 
figure.

UESDAY evening we had an 
T cia-tasnioned birthday party.

Driving down to LaGuardia 
Field,) however, with blue skies 
and lovely white puffy clouds 
overhead, I began to think the 
world was very pleasant. Then 
gray clouds gathered and for a 
while I thought [ was in for a 
thunderstorm, but fortunately we 
drove away from it and all was 
bright and sunny again when we 
reached the field.

Trying to Solve Riddle 
Of Old Newport Tower 


Scientists Are Endeavoring to Learn Whether Mysterious 
Rhode Island Landmark Was Built Long Before 
Columbus's Voyage to Western Hemisphere. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 20. 

HE century-old argument 
T about the origin of Newport's 

mysterious stone tower is 
about to be settled. Excavation 
began this week around the Old 
Stone Mill and the archeologists 
supervising the work will try to 
find the answer to the riddle: 
who built the mill—the Norsemen 
or Rhode Island’s first Colonial 
governor? 

For more than 100 years, New 
England has been split into two 
camps about the stone tower’ 
which stands in Touro Park in 
Newport. If proof is found that 
the tower was built by the Vik- 
ings, a new chapter will be added 
to American history—a chapter 
which will predate the white set- 
tlement of New England by 500 
years. And the experts who be- 
lieve that the tower is really the 
first Christian church in the 
Western hemisphere are many. 

But another group contends 
that the tower was built by Bene- 
dict Arnold, first governor of the 
Rhode Island colony, as a wind- 
mill. 

This week, Dr. William 8. God- 
frey, a New York archeologist, 
came on to Newport to begin the 
excavation. Under his supervision, 
a snow fence was thrown around 
the tower to protect it from curi- 
ous sightseers during the work. 

Dr. Godfrey was chosen by Dr. 
John O. Brew of Harvard’s Pea- 
body Museum. Dr, Brew heads 
the committee which is oversee- 
ing the task, and whose work is 
financed by an anonymous person. 

The group of historians who 
support the Viking theory main- 
tain that the Norsemen estab- 
lished colonies along the New 
England coast and had a perma- 
nent settlement at Newport as 
early as the year 1100. Prior to 
that, they had established a large 
Christian settlement, in Greenland. 

There is indication in the rec- 
ords that Bishop Eric Gnupsson 
of Greenland made a journey to

America about the year 1300, pre- 
sumably to visit the Christian col- 
ony here in Rhode Island. 

The Vikings were known to be 
pagans until the year 800, when 
they became Christians. They 
were militant about their new 
faith and sent large armies in 
fleets of vessels to the Crusades 
in Palestine. They also traveled 
through Russia to reach the Holy 
Land. 

The Greenland colony, and other 
Norse colonies, sent contributions 
to help finance the wars in Pales- 
tine. Some historians say that 
the Newport colony also sup- 
ported the Crusades through its 
contributions of timber, whale oil 
and grapes. Because of the 
grapes, found here in abundance, 
the Vikings called Rhode Island 
*Vinland.” 

But beyond this written, docu- 
mentary evidence of the Norse 
settlement in America, archeolo- 
gists say that proof lies in the odd 
stone tower itself. They point out 
that it resembles closely the Many 
round churches built in Europe 


during the Middle Ages. Its only 


prototype, as a windmill, stands - 


in Chesterton, near - 
Warwickshire, England—the for- 
mer home of Benedict Arnold, Ar- 
chitects contend that the top of 
the Newport tower is perfectly 
sound and therefore could not 
have been built to support the 
revolving top of a windmill. 
Experts further maintain that 
the second-story fireplace in the 
tower is like those found in many 
medieval round churches which 
were patterned after the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusa- 
lem and that the projecting cor- 
nices of the structure’s eight sup- 
porting pillars originally held up 
the beams and rafters of an am- 


bulatory. 
W the tower was here when the 

Newport colony was founded 
by settlers from England and Bos- 
ton, in 1639, it ig not regarded as 
final since Benedict Arnold re- 
ferred to the tower in his will as 
“my stonebuilt windmiln.” 


Specifically, what Dr. Godfrey 
and the committee are searching 
for is evidence of a foundation 
supporting. the wall of the sup- 
posed ambulatory. 

For years, scientists from Prince- 
ton, Yale and Harvard have 
sought permission of the Newport 
Park Commission to excavate the 
tower, but it was always denied 
them on the basis of the tower’s 
value and the fear of its destruc- 
tion through excavation. 


Through the years the tower 
has stood in Touro Park, myste- 
rious and mocking. It has always 
been a favorite subject of artists 
and photographers and as early 
as 1775, appears in a painting by 
the famed Gilbert Stuart. 


In 1942, an archeologist named 
Philip Ainsworth Means, who 
called the tower “the most enig- 
matic and puzzling single building 
in the United Stated” brought out 
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EXCAVATION OF THIS STRUCTURE AT NEWPORT, R. !., MAY PROVE 
IT TO BE A PART OF THE EARLIEST CHRISTIAN CHURCH IN THE 
WESTERN HEMISPHERE. 


a book called simply, “Newport 
Tower.” The book was becked 
by scholarly research and in it, 
Means presented evidence to sup- 
port the Viking theory strongly. 

In conclusion, he said: 

“When the excavation has been 
done, the findings may possibly 
disclose nothing. On the other 
hand, they may give scientific 
backing to the theory that seems 
most plausible on the basis of 
present evidence. It is 35 per 
cent likely that the digging might 
unearth the ambulatory founda- 
tion of a Norse round church... 
or a stone inscribed with runic 
symbols. In a world where few 
things are impossible one might 
even find a tablet of metal bear- 
ing a legend beginning, ‘I Benedict 
Arnold, built’... .” 

But Means did not Believe that 
such a tablet would be found. He 
felt that the Arnold theory was 
ridiculous and he constantly urged 
excavation on the grounds that 


the tower may hold the key to the 
early Christian history of the 
western hemisphere. 


As intriguing as any of the 
mysteries which ever came the 
way of the sleuth who lived at 
221B Baker street, London and 
as fascinating as a Hitchcock 
movie, the stone tower has been 
a match for mystery fans for 
years. But now, it appears ready 
to give up its secret. 


When the excavation is ended, 
the possibilities are these: that 
Norse evidence of between 1100 
or 1400 will be found; that Arnold 
or other seventeenth century evi- 
dence will be found; that evidence 
will be found to prove construc- 
tion by Europeans between 1492 
and 1580 and last, that nothing 
will be found. 

But at any rate, the chances are 
good that the mist of legend and 
mystery will.rise from the tower 
at least.

It is our duty to see that they 
have worth while things to do, 
that they are kept as busy as pos- 
sible on worthy projects and, if 
occasionally they overstep the 
bounds, discipline them with wis- 
dom and good sense.

phor” is. Will you give us one 
of your common-sense explana- 
tions without the grammar book’s 
double-talk ?—-C.B. 

First let us define the 
figure of speech called metaphor:

Toast 


One 1-pound, 4-ounce can whole- 
grain corn (this is the No, 2 can 
containing about two and one-half 
cups), three tablespoons butter 
or margarine, three tablespoons 
all-purpose. flour, two cups corn 
liquid and milk, one and one-half 
cups diced luncheon meat or 
cooked ham, salt and freshly- 
ground pepper (to taste), twelve 
slices toast (spread with butter or 
margarine if desired), six small 
sprays of parsley or two table- 
spoons finely chopped green pep- 
per, if desired. 

Drain liquid from corn into a 
measuring cup; reserve corn. 
Melt butter or margarine in a 
medium-sized saucepan over mod- 
erate heat, add flour and blend 
well. Remove from heat. Add milk 
to corn liquid to make the two 
cups called for and add slowly 
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ever alike, and water and earth 
are not alike.)

The term mixed metaphor is an 
expressior. in which two or more 
metaphors are used producing a 
ridiculous association of ideas as 
in the classic example said to 
have been uttered by the states- 
man who thundered: “I smell a 
rat; I hear it brewing; I will nip 
him in the bud!” 

Note the absurd mental pictures 
that result from these mixings: 

The king put the ship of state 
on its feet. It was a burning 
question which threw cold water 
on the proceedings. His was a 
rocky road to travel, but he was

The metapho~ has been called 
the boldest of all figures of 
speech. When properly used it is 
a valuable literary device which 
gives strength, color, and often 
brilliance to one’s writing. 

The inexperienced writer fre 
quently allows his enthusiasm for 
metaphors to run away with his 
Jogic. Here is an actual excerpt 
from a “Letter to the Editor” col- 
umn in a large daily newspaper. 
There are six metaphors in the 
mixture:

North obviously had the bit in 
his teeth when, having redoubled 
four spades and driven the op- 
‘ponents to five diamonds, he then 
bid five spades and redoubled 
that contract in turn! It is true 
that South had shown a tre 
mendous spade suit and therefore 
that North’s singleton was no 
great liability, but nevertheless a 
a double of five diamonds would 
have been far more logical, even 
though not as profitable. 

West opened the heart king, but 
since he could count the hearts 
when dummy appeared, he 
promptly shifted to his top dia- 
mond. Dummy’s ace was put in 
and declarer lost no time about 
running the three clubs to discard 
his last diamond. The singleton 
spade was then led, and though 
East ducked to give South a 
guess, South was in no doubt about 
the proper play. The spade ace 
was absolutely marked in the 
East hand for the opening bid, 
and therefore South went right 
up with the king. A spade return 
then dropped the queen and ace 
together, and it was all over. 

West should have given greater 
thought to his play at the second 
trick. The bidding had been so 
revealing that East’s hand was 
virtually in plain sight. Hast had 
held nothing of consequence in 
clubs, he had lacked the diamond 
ace, his singleton heart had been 
the queen, and therefore it was as 
certain as anything can be Mm 
bridge that he had the ace of 
spades. A defensive diamond 
trick was extremely questionable, 
but if West could make East put 
his marked spade ace to good 
use, the contract could surely be 
defeated. Thus, West should have 
continued with a low heart, and if 
East co-operated properly, he 
would ruff with the spade ara. 
Then West’s guarded spade queen 
would settle the issue.
